Workmen Likely to Be Poisoned 
a Lead Alloy Used. 


Many people are u naware that 
considerab le danger menaces the cu t 
ters of diamonds in the form of that 
dreaded malady , lead-poisoning. sa>s 
an exchange. 
In the cu tting of dia 
monds the gem to b e operated u pon 
is fixed in a "dope,” consisting of a 
hemispherical b rass pan at the end 
of a rod of thick copper wire. 
The 
stone can then b e set in any desired 
position 
relatively 
to the 
cu tting 
wheel b y b ending the copper wire. 
The cu tting wheel or disk, which re­ 
volves extremely rapidly , is fed b y a 
polishing mediu m, consisting of pu l­ 
verized diamond and olive oil. As the 
work proceeds the diamond is con­ 
stantly wiped with the b are hand to 
clear it of this mediu m and ascertain 
how far the cu tting process has pro­ 
gressed. 
The diamond is set in the 
dope b y means of a solder which is 
an alloy of lead and tin 
This is 
heated u ntil it is kneadab le. when it 
is pressed into the dope and smoothed 
b v means of the fingers arou nd the 
projecting diamond, which is thu s held 
firmly in place. 
One setter handles ab ou t 200 dopes 
every day , and b oth he and the dia­ 
mond polisher get nu merou s particles 
of lead alloy into their fingers and the 
palms of their hands, and sooner 
o r 
later lead-poisoning is apt to resu lt. 
The government of .the Netherlands 
has offered a prize of 6,000 florins for 
a mediu m which shall replace the lead 
alloy for fixing the diamond in the 
dope. The mediu m mu st b e su fficient­ 
ly cheap to b e adopted b y the diamond 
setters and it mu st fu flll the variou s 
conditions of the work. 
The present 
alloy , b eing a good condu ctor, allows 
the heating of polishing to b e drawn 
away b y the coper rod, whereas an 
ordinary cement wou ld itself b ecome 
melted.

The Period to Which a Find Belong s 
Cannot Be Determined . 


"This unique flag,” said Captain 
Wallace Foster, to the Indianapolis 
News, "has been Intrusted to me by 
Lewis H. Bailey, of Muncie, Ind., who 
came In possession of it while a boy, 
liv ing to Richmond, Ind., in 1883. The 
flag was found concealed between the 
plastering and weather boarding of 


land, says an ex change. 
In the agri 
cultural districts, in particular, is its 
coming an ev ent and its company a 
comfort. 
Ev ery night In the year, 
whether winter holds its readers by 
the great log fires or summer sees 
them lolling about 
after the day s 
work is done, sees the rural popula­ 
tion consulting the quaint old publi­ 
cation for information, inspiration or 
“ conjecture” —for a bit of a peep in­ 
to the future, perhaps, or a long and 
musing dream ov er the past. 
There is much of really v aluable in­ 
formation in an almanac, though, of 
course, it may be found elsewhere. 
From 
time 
immemorial almanacs 
hav © told of eclipses, of the moon’s 
phases, of the morning and ev ening 
stars, of the conjunction of the plan­ 
ets, of the constellations and of those 
things that remain of, and continue 
as a testimony to, the former faith In 
astrology. 
At the head of the pages, ancient 
cuts, unchanged since the date when 
the almanac made its first appearance, 
typify the occupations appropriate to 
the v arying seasons. 
In January the 
scene is that of men breaking flax 
with flails; February shows a party 
skating; March is the month for mend­ 
ing fences; in April, the plowman 
walks behind his yoke of ox en, May 
is sheep shearing time; June, reap­ 
ing with the old scythe; July, cutting 
wheat with the 
sickle; and so on 
through the year. 
These quaint old 
cuts hav e not been changed since the 
first issue of 
the 
publication—one 
hundred and odd years ago. 
Under the title of "Weather Prog- 
nosticator,” is giv en a "table for fore­ 
telling. 
Lunations of each 
year” —surely a 
v aluable addition 
to 
human knowl- 
edge, and by no means an utterly un­ 
justified affair, as the prefatory state­ 
ment shows. 
“ This table, 
it says, 
and the accompanying remarks are 
the result of many years' actual ob­ 
serv ation; the whole being construct­ 
ed on a due consideration of the sun 
and moon, In their sev eral positions 
respecting the earth; and will, by 
simple inspection, show the observ er 
what kind of weather will most proba. 
bly follow the entrance of the moon 
into any of her quarters, and that so 
near the truth as to be seldom or 
nev er found to fail. 
Perhaps the chief pride of the "Al­ 
manack" Is Its "large multiplication 
table" printed 
on 
the back cov er. 
There are giv en the results when any 
number up to twenty-fiv e is multiplied 
by any other number up to twenty- 
fiv e—the last being, of course, twenty- 
fiv e times twenty-fiv e, which results 
in 625. 
This table bad a practical 
v alue in those old days when men 
disliked multiplication by the slow 
process and preferred to get their re­ 
sults by ready reference to printed

BISHOP BYRNE’S DENIAL. 


Correspondent Who Made a Story Out 
Of Whole Cloth. 


The Right Rev. Thomas S. Byrne, 
bishop of Nashville, has emphatically 
denied the truth of an alleged inter­ 
view with him printed in a Turin 
(Italy) newspaper on December 3, 
says the Catholic Tribune, published 
in Kansas City.

Some of the primitive methods In 
use in China are entertainingly des- ^ 
cribed in an article, “ The Grand Canal 
of China,” In the 
Technical World 
Magazine. 
The contrivances for locks along the 
canal are very simple—stout boards, 
with ropes at each of them, being let 
down 
edgewise 
over 
each ’ other 
through grooves In the stone piers. 
Boats are dragged through and up the 
sluices by means of ropes communi­ 
cating with large windlasses worked 
on the bank, which haul them safely 
but very slowly. Artificial basins were 
hollowed out in the banks of the canal 
at these locks, where boats might an­ 
chor securely. The sluices which keep 
the necessary level are of very rude 
construction.
